Crown Counsel, Mr. John Whyatt 
is prosecuting, while Mr. G. 8. 
Hugh-Jones is defending accused. - 

Able Seaman George Webster, of 
H. M. S. Dorsetshire, first witness this 
morning, said he had known deceased 
for the last éight months and accused 
for about six months. Friendly rela- 
tions existed between witness and ac- 
cused. : 7 

At 10 p.m. on May 1, witness was 
sitting jn his mess on a stool. Ac- 
cused came in, sat next to witness and 


spoke.- : 
“He asked me to put my hand into 
his right hand pocket. He spoke in a 
low tone. I took no notice. He drew 
my attention again by nudging me. As 
I looked round, I saw him_ pull his 
hand out of his pocket, holding some- 
thing which looked like a bullet. T 
am not sure whether it was a bullet 
or not.” 
Just then the “out pipes” order blew 
and they got up and went to fix up 
their hammocks. Accused said noth- 
ing more and went out through the 
‘door. “In my. opinion, no-one else 
could have. seen what accused had in 
his hand.” par 
Cross-examined by Mr. Hugh-Jones, 
witness said he did not pay attention 
to who else was in the Mess. He could 
not remember how many there were. 
There were 15 members of the mess, 
but witness could not remember how 
many were present. He could not re- 
member by name a single s¢aman who 
wag present. : 
: THOUGHT AFTERWARDS 
Questioned further, witness said 
there was an able seaman opposite 
him, Seaman’ Mackay.: To see what 
accused had in his hand, witness had 
to look across his body.

Witness denied that at the Court 
of Inquiry he made a statement to’ 
the effect that all present in the mess 
were in a -position to see what was 
happening.

MIDDLE WATCH. 

Seaman William Hill said he was on

WARNING OF 
SOUTH CHINA 
HOSTILITIES 


Swatow, To-day. 

At noon yesterday, Japanese 
planes dropped pamphlets signed 
by the Japanese High Command, 
stating that the war zone is now 
being extended to South China. 

Therefore, the civil population 
is urged to evacuate Swatow as 
well as other danger points im- 
mediately “as retreating Chinese 
armies would occasion bloodshed, 
although the Japanese forces 
were anxious to protect civilian 
lives. 

At 2.30 p.m., two planes again 
appeared and dropped four bombs 
near some obsolete forts here. 
They met with only slight ma- 
chine-gun_ resistance from the 
defenders. oe 

This is taken to indicate that 
Swatow will soon be included in 
the Japanese operations. —Reu- 
ter.
